Duke of York's baby.

Tlie Goveriiiueut Bill to Be Intro- 
duced ill the Senate Early 
This Week. 



Provision fQV EstaWisliinf a Catli- 
olie Scliool Board— Outline 
of the Measure. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Feb. 7. — In the Senate this 
afternoon Sir Mackenzie Bowell inti- 
mated that the remedial bill would be 
brought down either on Monday or 
Tuesday, and to-night Hon. Mr. Dickey, 
in bis cajjaeity of minister of justice, 
gives notice of the measure, which is to 
be intituled " The remedial act " (Mani- 
toba.) Your correspondent is now m a 
position to indicate the nature and scopei 
of the proposed bill soon to become law. 
In drafting in the Privy Council have 
been careful to avoid anything calculated 
to stir up animosity, whether it partakes 
of a religious character or takes the 
broader ground of non-interference with 
the provincial authority.

This board 
will be charged with many duties, chief 
among which are the control and man- 
agement of the separate schools, the 
selection of text books, and the Issuing of 
teachers certilicates ; but it is specific- 
ally enjoined on the board that the text 
books must be equal to tlioseused in the 
pulilic schools of the province, while the 
teachers themselves are not to lie infer- 
ior to those who have passed tbrougii the 
provincial normal schools and are em- 
jiloyed in the public schools. 

In the event of the provincial author- 
ities failing to a])poiiit a Catholic board 
of education, such board will be appoint- 
ed by the federal authorities. A super- 
intendent of schools is to be api)ointed 
by the provincial authorities who will 
have the general supervision and direc- 
tion of Oatholic schools. Separate 
school districts may be created on the 
petition of ten heads of families who are 
Catholics and who must pledge them- 
selves to a certain amount of fluaiicial 
support to tho sclicidl ('acli year.

In easeS' 
where the Roman Catholics predomin- 
ate in any school district and tho Pro- 
testant children have to attend these 
schools, provision is made for a due re- 
gard to the wishes of the parents with 
respect to children abstaining from 
Catholic religious exercises. Inspectors 
of separate schools may be appointed 
and in the event of any school proving 
inetlicient, the provincial grant may be 
withdrawn. It is assumed that the pro- 
vinitial grant will be made to the Catholic 
schools its well as to the public schools 
and consequently no machinery appears 
in the bill for supplying financial assist- 
ance.

THE IJCENSE QUESTION. 

Lord Salisbury Waited Upon by a Deputa. 
tion of the Church of Ejigland 
Temperance Society. - 

London, Feb. 8.— The Marquis of Sal- 
isbury shortly before noon yesterday re- 
ceived a deputation from the Church 
of England Temperance Society. The 
deputation comprised the Bishop oi 
London, chairman of the society; 
the Bishops of Durham, Ely, Peterbor- 
ough, Hereford, Rochester, Southwell, 
Winchester, Bangor, St. Albans and 
Dover. Bishop Barry, Lord Clinton and 
Mr. Meneage were also present, as were 
the following members of parliament: 
Sir WilliamHoiildsworth, Col. Williams, 
Mr. H. Hobhouse, Mr. Bellrose, and 
several others. 

The rremier was asked to support the 
bill of the society, which provides for a 
reduction in the numberof publics houses 
(saloons) as proposed by Mr. Bruce in 
1871, to one public house for every one 
thousand of the population in towns, 
and one for every six liundred in villages. 
It also provides for a strict regiatra- 
tion of clubs and for total Sunday 
closing, giving discretionary power to 
the licensing authority to allow houses 
to open for two hours for consumption 
oil' the premises only. Under this bill 
inspectors are appointed and the serving 
of children witli intoxicating licjuor is 
dealt with. 

Replying to the address of the spokes- 
man of" the partyj the Marquis of Salis- 
bury said that the subject did not 
attract the government after the experi- 
ences of the past. If the governnient 
had plenty of leisure, possibly it might 
deal with the niatt(;r; but be was un- 
able to hold out hopes tliat the (juestion 
would be dealt with during the coining 
session. 



SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 

Trade for January Briefly Reviewed— Seal- 
ers Away for the West Coast. 

The initial month of 1890, accord- 
ing to the Freight and Shipping Report 
issued by E. P. Rithet & Co., Ltd., has 
presented a steady downward movement 
in the rates obtainable by grain carriers, 
there has been quite unusual activity in 
the lumber market, and the list of 
charters shows a large business well dis- 
tributed. A great many of the charters 
have no doubt originated from a desire 
to " get in " before the combination 
lately announced should be brought into 
force, but allowing for that there would 
appear to be solid improvement in the 
foreign trade.

No Need to Change the Present Policy 
-Free Trade With D. a. 
Impossible. 



The Commercial Trend Towards More 
Prohibitive TarllF^ - Vlsrorous 
Policy' of tb% Odvernmeiit. 



lion. Mr. Foster coiitimiiiig liis speech 
said : Why should they change the fiscal 
policy 7 Was there any reason ? (Cries of 
" no.") There was no reason in the record 
of tlie ])aat seventeen years. Was there any 
reason in tlie lines l.'iiil down by the hon. 
gentlemen opposite. They were men of 
many political facts, as farvas the tariff was 
concerned (hear, hoar), hut men' of no set- 
tled conviction. (Hear, lioar.) Tlio hon. 
member from South O.xford (Sir llichard 
("artwriglit) had cleared np all doubts of 
• his position but two davs apo, wheu he had 
reiterated his political beliefs of ISttl. 

Sir llichard Cartwright— 1892. 

Mr. Foster— One. of nis beliefs is that free 
trade with the United States is of greater 
moment to this country than free trade 
with all the rest of the world, witli the I 
United States left out. 

Sir Richard Oartwnght — Hear. hear. 

Mr. Foster — No nuui knows better than 
luy lion, friend that free trade witli the 
I'inted States is impossible witliont dis- 
crimination af,'ainst the rest of tlie world 
(heiir, hear), anil he liimself has stated it 
again and affair. lOvervbody knows tliat 
the temper of the United States, even nn<ler 
Democratic rule, was far removed from free 
trade (hear, hear), and under Republican 
rule is still further removed. My lion, 
friend, as the linaiieier of the opposition, 
launclies forth tliis latest crei'd as the deter- 
mination to j;et ibr this country iinre- 
strictfil reciprocity with the rnitcil States, 
ahhoiifrli it involves discriininat ion a.u'aiiist 
the mother ct)iinlry, ac.il cvi'iy other couii- 
trv. ( .Xiiplause.) 1 talce t he hitest elliision 
of the political tarilf faith of iiiy lion, friend 
who doiniiiates the linaiices of the ojipo- 
sition. and sliall use it before the country 
as a lesson that should he carefully pon- 
dered. 

The tendency of the commercial coun- 
tries of the world, he continued, was not 
in the direction of freer trade, but of great- 
er stringency and more nrohibitive tarills. 
To-day the senate of tlie United St.itcs 
had under coiisideralion a bill, whicli pro- 
posed to raise the ta.vatioii on all articles 
on which it had lieen sli^fhtly lowered un- 
der Democratic adniiiiistrafion, to a pro- 
hibitive point against Canada. Was that a 
reason why they should <'liange their 
policy ? 

But, sir, he contiiiueil. there is one line 
upon which it may be iiossible, and is, I 
believe, right that statesmen in this coun- 
try as well an Great liritain, and all the 
other colonies of the Emnire, should con- 
sider and ponder carefully and well, that 
is, whether ii is not possible for atatesman- 
sliip in the colonies ami (ireat Brit- 
ain to bring about between the 
colonies themselves ami between 
the Colonies and Cireat liritain, a 
line of action which shall bo conducive to 
the commercialinterests of alU (Applause.) 
He had read in the Kineteenth Century, 
not long ago, an article in which the pro- 
bleip was propounded as to whether, in the 
event of war, the Kmpire could feed its 
people. This he took to be one of the most 
elementary problems that statesmen could 
devote their attention to. It was calculated 
in the article tliat. in case of war, llreat 
Britain would need 10(),0()(i,000 bushels of 
wheat more than what she received from 
tlie ('oloriies at present. Thi.s demand 
Could be more than met, Mr. Foster point- 
ed out, by ftO.OOO Canadian farmers cultivat- 
ing lOO acres each and raising 30 bushels to 
tlie acre, which would amount to 150,000,000 
bushels. Similarly, other staples could be 
supplied by this and other Colonies of the 
lOinpire in the event of war. 

So all the way through, he concluded, it 
is a problem which only re(|uires time and 
good statesmanship to solve, and, as I said 
before, it is for (.'anada and Australia and 
the other colonics of (ireat liritain and for 
(Ireat liritain herself, to poniler sericjusly 
and carefully, wl ether or not an arran 
ment cannot be made which will make the 
Empire and its dependfcncles sullicient 
within themselves to feed the Kmpire. and 
by doing that, add to the force of hnsiiie 
and ad(i to tlie remunerative production in 
each, anil what is better and greater than 
all, that, Sir, will make these outlying de- 
pendencies of r.ritain, and Britain itself, 
having comninn interests, common trade 
ami a common ilefence, strong and unilcil 
to begin that race of Imperial rule and Im- 
perial jirogress, which is, I believe, in store 
for the liriton in Canada, the Briton in 
Australasia, the Briton in Asia, the Briton 
in Africa, and the Briton in the Isles of the 
Sea. (Loud and prolonged applause.) 

Mr. Foster proceeded to show liow the in- 
dustrial life of the country had expanded in 
flic last ten years. In that period there has 
been an increase in the number of estab- 
lishments of L'!»,8-ll, or .'51 per cent. (Cpiio- 
sition laughter.) In the capital invested 
the increase has been .'flS8,,"):il,191, or IM iier 
cent. (Hear, hear.) I n the number of em- 
ployes the increase has been 1I'2.930, or -11 
percent.; in wages paid, ^lO.IW.'KOfJO. or tiS 
percent.; in raw material used, 170.000,- 
tJOO, or i'2 per cent.; value of jiroducts. 
^l.S.'j, 000,000. or an increase oi' Chiy. ]ier cent. 
The same or greater uicrease had takmi 
place in the large establishments of more 
than $5,000 capital, as had taken place in 
the smaller ones. (Hear, here.) 

The Conservative party proposes to be 
judged on its whol" record, and not on any 
one particular part of it which the hon. 
geiitleiiien opposite maj' clioosi! to seize 
upon, as may suit their own convenience 
,\nd I liavi^ no fear that, if that record is 
fairly looked at, the people ol' the country 
at till' coining elections will be ol' the same 
iiiinil as lliey have shown llu^mselvcs to be 
in 1878, 1KS7 and in 1891,. -ind will sliow 

theniselvi^s to be in favor of a reasonable 
policy of [jrotcction li.r t he iinlnstries of 
this country." ( < 'on tin tied ap|)lause.) 

In the last seventeen years, he continued, 
a vigorous public policy has been carried 
out 111 L'anada. It has shown itself in 
facilities for internal comniunlcatioii which 
had been carried out. The record of the 
Conservative party embraced the buiUling 
and completion of tlie C.l'.K., and of many 
miles of railways aided by subsidies, more 
or^ less ' liberal, whicli had been built 
in connection with the great trunk 
lines. Not only had tliese been built 
as a part of the (Conservative policy, and 
against the opposition of the hon. gentle- 
men oi>iiosite, but in reference to (;anal ini- 
proveinent this same i)ol icy a[>))eared, much 
valuable work in that connection having 
been acc(nii|ilislied, of which he jjarticu- 
larly instanced the construction of the 
Suult canal, "achannelofcommunication," 
ns he said, " which opens to. us the farthest 
of the great lakes without the necessity of 
asking the jiermiHsion of any other jieople 
in the world." |Cheers.j 

So it had b. en as to lines ot coinmunica- 
tioii witti other countries, whicli, when 
lirimclieil to these, hail been met with 
Miieers by the opiiosition. The line to the 
West Indies, as evirryono knows, had been 
opposed by the leader of the opjiosition, 
and by his "party, and yet that line had rc 
suited in an increase in Canada's t rade with 





those islands from $1,000, 0(X) in 1.'<S7 to 
?.8,500,n(X) in \snri an increase of ll'J per 
cent. |ap])lausoj, so that to-day the West 
rndics took, as to volume of trade, tlie 
fourth or lifth place among the countries 
w ith whom Canada did business. Kveryoiie 
knew how the line to Cliina and .Tapan had 
been ojiposed by those gentlemen, but it 
had been carried out in co-operation with 
the British govcrmueni, and had resulted 
in a great and benelicial extension of coiii- 
inerce. The o]ipositioii had fought against 
the establishment of a line to Australi^i, 
but it had been put into operation, and to- 
day united Canada and .\uslralia in ever 
e.vteiiding commercial relations. And out 
of it had come something more, something 
greater; there hod sprung from it the In- 
tercolonial conference held in Ottawa twoor 
t hree years ago, as a result of whose liar- 
inonious deliberations and resolutions, and 
the kindly way in which they had been 
brought to the at tcntioii of the Britisli gov- 
ernment, they found that government to- 
day, asking its ratepayers to join in assist- 
ing to build a lino of "fast steamers to ply 
between Canada and the Mother Country. 
(Loud applause.) So, sir, I say of this line 
of steamship communication, we have pur- 
sued a vigorous and consistent policy, 
which has succeeded, not only commercial- 
ly. Iiiit has awakened other interests in the 
colonies and (Ireat Britain, and which is 
drawing them closer together on lines of 
mutually helpful enterprise, one co-ojierat- 
ing with the other, (.\pplause.)

TlfE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

1 1 imisl .-surprise many tliinkiiii; men 
tliiit so gniiKl an cnteriirise mid one fo 
well calculated to benelit the commerce 
of the whole world as the construction 
of the Xii^arftgua Canal, makes such lit- 
tle headway. It might be supposed that 
the Government of the United States as 
SUCH as it was sati.slied that it was feas- 
ible would do all in its ])o\ver to advance 
tlieJi)roject. But it has not done so. It 
has been uncertain in its action with re- 
gard to i I. It has evidently been, held 
back by powerful influences whose 
means of accomplishing their purposes 
can onh' be gues-sedat. The consequence 
is that the advancement of the pro- 
ject has been left to private energy and 
enterprise. 

ft is evident that the men of money 
have little faith in tlie projeetorsi of the 
Nicaragua Canal. It, porhaps, could 
not have been otherwise. The scheme 
is a gigantic one, involving not only the 
expenditure of immense sums of money, 
but eons iilerati 01 IS of national importance. 
"Who is to liave control of the Canal 
after it is budl? Who is to guarantee 
its neutrality in time of war? What is 
to prevent its being seized by some 
powerful nation and being used solely 
for its own purposes? Then the mia- 
management and the phenomenal dis- 
honesty of the Panama Canal Company 
.are fresh in the minds of the men who 
have money to invest. This with the 
national con.siihM'ationa inentioniHi above 
naturally made them shy of risking tlieir 
money in a similar project controlled 
by private persons. The consequence 
is the Nicaragua Canal scheme, fraught 
as it is with immense benefits to 
many rich and powerful countries, 
is at the present moment at a slaiidsUll. 
Those who favor it ;ue liopiiig against 
hoi)e that somelliiiig will before long 
turn up to recommend the scheme to 
the world's capitalists and that a stimu- 
lus will be given in some way to its 
construction in the not distant future. 

But there seems to be little ground for 
even this hope. To all aiipearanee the 
Nicaragua (;aii:il, a.~ a merely eommer- 
ciill entei-prise, has had its day. It has 
been weighed in the Ijalancc of i)ul)lic 
opinion and funiul wanting. Faith in 
the advantages that must follow its con- 
struction and successful operation is as 
strong as ever. The men best qualilied 
to form an intelligent opinion on its 
necessity and it.s usefulness are as 
strongly convinceiJ as ever they wen^ 
that it would do an incalculable anKjunt 
of good, but they are at the same time 
beginning to despair of its ever being 
constructed by private enterprise. 
What is to be done, then? 

A little reflection must convince 
thoughtful men that if the Nicaragua 
Canal is to be constructed within a 
measurable time, the work ruu.st be done 
by nations and not by individuals. If 
two rich and povverful nations undeilook 
to eonatruet the canal, all difliculties 
woul.l disappear as if by magic. If Great 
Britain and the United States instead of 
snarling at each other about the Vene- 
zuela boundary dispute and the Behring 
Sea seal ciuestion, would unite heartily 
to cut a great waterway across the con- 
tinent of North America at Nicaragua, 
they would make a benelicent use of 
their greatness and their wealth, and 
earn the gratitude of the whole civiliised 
world. Nothing would be easier than 
for these two great and rich nations to 
raise the money necessary to complete 
the work, and they could by 
strict olhcial sujiervision ensure its be- 
ing honestlv and fuitlilully constructed. 
Any i>lan of op(?raling the canal that 
these two powerful nations would agree 



j the rest of the world. And it is surely 
( within the bounds of possibility that 
they would agree upon a way of oijerating 
the canal that would be fair, not only to 
each ohter, but~to all the commercial 
nations of the world. 

This national co-operation for a great 
object is surely possible. Alliances for 
war i)urpoHes are not only feasible, but 
common. Why then should an alliance 
to promote the well-being of many 
nations bo regarded as an impossibility? 

A GRO UNDLEsk COMPLAINT. 

Our respected correspondent, "A City 
and Provincial Taxpayer," tries to cre- 
ata the impression that the compilers 
of the twenty-fourth report of the pub- 
lic schools of the province have not 
dealt as fully with the actual cost of edu- 
cation as its imiiortance at this tiiiie de- 
serves." A perusal of his letter shows 
that he grounds this reproach on the 
fact that the Superintendent of Edu- 
cation does not include in his state- 
ment the sums paid by the cities of the 
province for the suiijiort of education. 
A little refleclion might have shown our 
correspondent that the Superintendent 
of Education being an official of the 
Government, making up his report for 
the information of the Government, had 
to do only with the money expended by 
the tiovernment on the schools. It 
would, we submit, 1k^ out of the way of 
his duty, in fact an inipertinence, to 
coniiiient in such a document on the man- 
ner in which the ditlerent municipal- 
ities see lit to support education. Those 
municipalities are self-governing bodies. 
They can spend their revenues in the 
way in which they consider best. Some of 
them may be generous in theexjienditiue 
on their schools, others of them may be 
the reverse. The Uovernment has no 
control over them in the matter. Why 
tUen should the Superintendent burden 
his report with figures and statements 
with which neither the Government nor 
the Legislature has anything whatever 
to do? 

The Government spends a very large 
sum on the roads of tlie Province every 
year. The cities appropriate a con- 
siderable jiroportion of their revenues to 
the opening up and maintenance of 
their streets. Is the Commissioner of 
r,aiida and Works expected to take 
note of every dollar sijent by the city 
coriioriitions on street iiii[)r(jvenient and 
street repairs, and render an account of 
the money to the Legislatures in his re- 
port? Our very intelligent correspond- 
ent no doubt sees the absurdity of re- 
proaching that official or his subordin- 
ates for not l)iiying attention to a matter 
that is altogether outside the sco])e of 
their iluties. Is it not (juite as absurd to 
ridlect on the Superintt'iident of blduca- 
tion because he does tiot include in his 
report the expenditure on the schools of 
the different municipalities ? 

The account given by the Superintend- 
ent of the Provincial expenditure on 
schools is tacitly admitted byoiircorres- 
p'uideiit to l>eco,-rect. Is it, therefore, 
fair to him to insinuati! that he is to 
bhiinc beciuii^c Ik; did not inrliide in his 
report matters that are not within his 
province,^ and that are altogether out- 
side the jurisdiction of the Governmentv 

Anyone interested in the state of edu- 
cation having the Report of the Provin- 
cial .Superinlendent ;it hand, and having 
acces.'i to the linaiii'ial stateiiieiits of the 
dilliirent cities, can easily find out what 
education costs the people of the 
province at large, and what it costs 
the citizens of each of the 
cities. The former is always a fixed 
(|uanti.ty, the latter varies to a greater or 
less extent. There is, lor instance, no- 
thing in the world to hinder N'ancoiiver 
jiaying twice as iiiurli towards the eilii- 
catLon of the children within its bouiuls 
as either Westminster or Victoria. 
Jfanaimo's expenditure may, again, diller 
from all the others. Consequently to 
lump them all together would be inexact 
and unfair to the more liberal and en- 
lightened municipality. 

.1 DECEI'T/ VF. NAME. 

Knglish Liberals settling in Canada 
arc often deceived Ijy a name. There is 
a party in this country whicli has adopt- 
ed the title Liberal, but which is as fur 
as possible from being Liberal in the 
Lnglish sense of the term. In Great 
Itritaiii the Liberal Tarty is supposed to 
be the [larty of jirogress and reform. In 
t'aiuida the p:irty culling itself Liberal is 
opposed to progress, an<l it docs not seem 
to know what reform means. That 
party o])po8ed to the utmost 
of its ability the construction of the^ 
Canadian Pacific Eailway and the ex- 
tension of the Canadian railway system 
to thosi' parts of the Dominion that need 
railways for their proper and immediatii' 
devidopmenl. The Libvrals also o]jpo;-io 
the extension and the iiuprovemeut of 
Canada's magnificent system, of canals. 
Liberals oppose subsidies to steamship 
lines, in fact they generally consider U 
their duty to throw cold water 
nijon any expenditure that ia calculated 
to develoj) the resources of the country 
and increase its trade. They are, as far 
as improvements in which some of them- 
selves are not directly and immediately 
concerned, a regular stick-in-the-mud 
party. 

They have what they call free trade as 
a plunk in tlieir platform, and they have 
the words iiiBcribed on their banners in 
order that unthinking Canadians and 
the unsuspecting stranger may be de- 
ceived. But in practice they have 



aa strong a free trader as the" Liberal. 
In Canada Conservatives are aa a rule 
moderate |ii'otectioni.= tF, for the same 
reason as Liberals in England are free 
traders. Canadian Conservatives have 
found the policy of protection bogtpuit- 
ed to thecircuqiatances of their country, 
as both LiberaifpiSnd Conservatives in 
England believe that free trade is 
best suited tu the circumstances 
of Great Britain. It is for the English 
Liberal when he t-ettles in Canada to in- 
quire carefully whether or not a country 
should have the trade policy best calcu- 
lated to develop its resoiwces. He will, 
if he has an o])en mind, aeon find out 
that the trade policy which is best for 
an old country like Great Britain iy not 
exactly that which is best for a new 
country like Canada to adopt. He will, 
after a little experience and observation, 
lind that it will not be wise to alljy him- 
self with a party which p«)/e»gc8 to think 
as he does on matters of trade 
hut which is, in every other respect, 
slow and obstructive. He will hiul that 
the Liberal-Conservative party of Cana- 
da has been the party of progress and of 
really liberal ideas, while the party call- 
ing itself Liberal is as far as possible 
from being liberal, in any sense of the 
word, in its policy. After a while he 
will come to the conclusion that Knglish 
Liberalism and Canaiban Uberaliam are 
essentially dlllerent, and that it is nnist 
misleading to call them by the same 
name.

War- 
wick arrived from ^\■esl minster and ac- 
kiiiiv.ledL'ed to llu' I'remier that he was 
short in his accounts by some .•(; 7,.'3tlO. lirok- 
en down by anxiety and sorrow he couUl 
not keep his secret longer, and had come 
lo throw himself upon the mercy of the 
j;c ivcnuiieiit. I le wanted to make restitu- 
lioii ; liut hi' liad no reaiiv money available, 
iIioukIi 111' had >oiiie life Insurance policies 
upon w hich sonietluiig could be realized, 
and the reniaimler of the missing sum he 
olVered lo make up by liaviiig an amount 
kept hack from his salary. 

'i'lie Premier uiid I he "other members of 
the goveriunent, t hough pained al the un- 
happy position of one who for years had 
been a trusted servant, felt it to be their 
duty lo see that the law was curried out, 
The case was placed in the hands of yuin r- 
iutcndent Hussey, and on Kriday evening 
iMr. Warwick was «|uictly arrested at the 
.■\iigel hotel and sent out to ll>o provincial 
jail. I'lie warrant stales that 011 or ahoiit 
Kehruary 1 •Cliai-lrs Warwick of West mi li- 
ster, being then eiiiiiloyed in the service of 
the goveriirneiit of the |iiovince of lirilisli 
Coluiiibia. and being then and there by 
virtue of the said employment in possession 
of a certain sum of miniey to theaiiiimni ol 
$7,oOtJ, did unlawfully steal the sii'l 
money." 

From what can be learned it would ap- 
pear that Mr. Warwick had been interested 
111 .■<oiiie real estate in West minster, and [lie 
dull limes bad seriou.-lv ini|iaired its value 
and embarrassed bim luiaiieially. lie had 
in the course of bis liuty as government 
agent to lundle a considerable amounl of 
money and had an otlicial account at the 
bank. He had many Irieiids, and whenever 
he was in diliicidtics there were 
pleiiiy of men in the good times 
wiio would have advanced him money, but 
latterly the depression rendered such aid 
impossible. Only last August the provin- 
cial auililor examined his nceounts and 
cash and found everything correct, and it 
is siii)posed that to cover Ills deficiency in 
his ollieiul account he had borrowed 
money. C'onsetpiently the auditor 
could" lind nothing wrong. This hor- 
rowi'd money bad to be i)ai(l back, 
however, and wlii'ii a few days ago lie had 
to ;_'ive .111 aceount lo the f,'overii mem . Ik 
was iiiialile lo borrow from his friends li 
cover the delieieiicy. lie therefore re- 
solved to endure tlie agony no longer, but 
to make a conl'es.sion ofliisfanlt. 

One of Jl r. Warwick's frieiid.s said yesler- 
dav that part of his misfortune was the re- 
suft of his good nature, that he had heliied 
out iither iieople and lliey were unable to 
pay him back again. .Mr. Warwick has 
liei'ii ill llie employ ol the goveriinient for 
many years, lie was appointed assistant' 
goveriiiiieiil aj;eiit al \\'est minsler on 
.luni' I, ISSO. and was promoted 
on March 7. ISSI, lo liie ii.isition of gov- 
eniineiit lorriil 111 lliat place. lie lias 
always Imd-iii' the ii'|jiilaliuii of heir.;; a 
most ellicient nllieer, attentive to his duties 
and a hard worker. 

.\ii audit of the books and accoimts of 
Mr. Warwick's olHre has been ordered, and 
the accused man will be brought before Ihe 
iiiagisi rate for pn liniimirv bearing on .Mon- 
da V.

and rigging of the steamer, but building 
her engines and boilers and, fitting her 
out for sea. Her hull is of wood, the 
durable materials which enter into its 
construction being white oak, hack- 
matack, pitch pine and juniper. The 
St. Pierre's keel length is 154 feet, tlie 
length over all being 163 feet. She has 
a beam breadth of 27 feet G inches, and 
her depth of hold is 17 feet 2 inches. 
The St. Pierre was built for the freight 
and passenger trade. She has accommo- 
dation for thirty saloon passengers, and 
lias cargo room for 3,000 barrels. Tiie 
saloon is finished in oak, ash and wal- 
nut. The vessel is rigged as a topsail 
schooner; her engines are 90 horse power 
nominal, and she can attain a speed of 
twelve knots an hour. 

The steamer was built for a Halifax 
company which had the contract for car- 
rying the mails between Ilafiiax, via 
Cape Breton, and the French islands of 
St. Pierre and Miquelon, otl'the coast of 
Newfoundland. Those islands, which 
are the headquarters of a largo French 
fishing business, are all that France re- 
tains of her North American possesaions 
which once included much of the East- 
ern part of this continent. 

The St. Pierre's predecessor on this 
route was the steamer George Shattiick, 
which had earned the subsidy from 
France for three or four years ere the 
St. Pierre was put on. For nine years 
the St. Pierre carried the mails and 
-drew the subsidy from France. Two years 
ago a company was organized in Paris 
and St. Pierre to build a steuiner 
for the route, sailing under the tri-color, 
and France immediately withdrew the 
subsidy from the St. Pierre and gave it 
to the ne\V French boat — the Pro Patria, 
couimaiuled !)y Captain Denis. 

Since losing the French contract the 
St. Pierre has been engaged in various 
enterprises. Most of the time she has 
spent on the route between Halifax and 
the Bouthern shore of Newfoundland to 
Placentia. Going and coming the 
Steamer had nineteen porta of call. 

This winter the St. I^ierre has been 
"relieving the steamer Prince liiipert on 
the Bay of Fundy route, between Ann- 
apolis, N.S., and the city of St. John, 
N.B. The Prince Rupert is the steamer 
wiiich was built for the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway for service on the British 
Columbian'coast. She was built on the 
Clyde, and had started on her voyage to 
the Pacific, but was recalled when she 
readied the Canary islands, and was 
sold to the Dominion Atlantic Railway 
Company, for service on the liay of 
Fundy route. 

It is a good omen for the St. Pierre's 
success in'her new sphere of usefulness 
on the great Pacific that on the Atlantic 
ocean and on the rough and rocky coast 
where she has been engaged for eleven 
years nothing approaching an accident 
has entereJ into her history. There are 
two reasons for this. The first is that 
she was thoroui;lily well Iniilt by the 
Burrill-Johnson Company, who have 
kindly furnished the Coi.on'i.st with a 
cut of the steamer as she lay at Yar- 
mouth after leaving the stocks eleven 
years ago. The second rca.son for her 
immunitv from accident is that Captain 
Argrave "is a careful commander who 
took no risks, but 'who generally kept 
his steamer pretty well on time. 

The St. Pierre has a whiie figurehead, 
consiBting of. biMtfli ,of St. I'eter. Cap-

Mrs. Munzenmayer accom- 
panies her husband ba'ck to California;
